The ships of the squadron include the ef- 
fective fighting strength of the Spanish navy 
at this point. They are the only warships 
considered capable of reaching Cuban waters 
without serious damage from storms and the 
hardships of a voyage. 

The three Spanish torpedo boats—the Azor, 
“Aryo, and Ariete—and the transports San 
Francisco and Ciudad de Cadiz sailed at the 
game time in a northerly direction, presum- 
ably for the Canaries. This smaller squad- 
ron was in no condition for the voyage 
ecross the Atlantic, but, by orders of the 
Portuguese government, was compelled to 
leave the harbor. ,

disco, Ciudad de Cadiz, and three torpedo 
boats—Ariete, Aryo, and Azdr—returnéd.

R. Hearst.]—While it is true that the 
Portuguese Prime Minister has publicly and 
privately declared that Portugal will be ab- 
solutely neutral in the present war, it is 
equally true that the King and government 
of Portugal are doing their utmost to favor 
Spain. The proclamation of neutrality has 
been deliberately withheld, while Portuguese 
Officials have been assisting the Spanish fleet 
at Cape Verde to prepare for war against 
the United States.

NAVY TO BE ON ITS GUARD. 


Spanish Squadron Will Not Be Permit- 
ted to Surprise Any Ships of 
the American Fleet. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—[Special.]— 
The official information has come to Wash- 
ington from two reliable sources of the de- 
parture of the Spanish fleet from the Cape 
Verde Islands. The Navy department had 
information to this effect and later in the 
day the War department, from its sources of 
advice, received confirmatory cablegrams. 
The information which came differed siight- 
ly in the composition of the fleets which had 
left shortly after 7 o'clock this morning in: 
two directions. 

The Navy department advices stated that 
the fleet which had sailed toward the west 
was composed of four armored cruisers and 
three torpedo boats, and that the fleet which 
had taken a northerly course was composed 
of three torpedo boats, onetransport, and 
one collier. The War department message 
stated that the squadron which had turned 
toward our shores was composed of one 
battleship, three armored cruisers, and two 
torpedv boat destroyers, and that it had 
taken a somewhat southerly course, while 
the fleet proceeding toward the north com- 
prised three torpedo boats, three transports, 
one collier, and one converted steamer. 

The news was received in both depart- 
ments with every evidence of excitement, 
lt was generally accepted that the first move 
on the part of the enemy had been made 
and that actual hostilities would not longer 
be postponed. In all the attempts to fathom 


ish it was admiited that the ofiginal course 
of the ships from Cape Vintent might ls 
cate nothing and. that the sobthwies 
course Or the ships the nérthe 
course of the torpedo boats might.-be a 
simple ruse. For this reason all information 
is discounted. 4 

One view of the situation was that the two 
fleets might meet beyond.the point of odser- 
vation and proceed upon their course jointly. 
A division of he squadron, however, appeals 
-to naval officers generally as a likely and 
reasonable course. They believe nothing 
would be gained and no material strength 
would be added to the fleet by including the 
three torpedo boats and the four auxiliaries 
which have gone north. The destination of 
the latter is agcepted as the Canary Islands, 
the Spanish possession in the Atlantic, 
which offered a port of refuge and base of 
supplies for these ships. 

Naval officers do not anticipate that the 
torpedo boats of the Spanish navy will reach 
our coast or will appear among the vessels 
of the north Atlantic or flying squadron. 
These frail craft, with their intricate and 
delicate mechanism, offer slight resistance 
to the rigors of a transatlantic voyage. in 
this vonnection naval officers ‘are recalling 
the expesgience of some British torpedo boats 
which came over in June as"far as the Ber- 
mudas. The ships were practically worth- 
less and the men nearly dead after the voy- 
‘age. At this season, when the weather is 
sure to be bad and‘’Ah 
‘be self-annihilat almost, say nayal offi- 
cers, for the Spaniards to send their torpedo 
boats on a trip to our shores. Nevertheléss, 
the possibility of the appearance of these 
boats in our waters and among the ships of 
the Cuban blockade has not been ignored. 


Guarding Against Surprise. 
The ships of the north Atlantic fleet are 
guarded night and day against these 
menacing craft with which type the enemy is 
so absolutely equipped. It is not expected 
these torpedo’ boats will be worth much 
after their long trip from the Cape Verde 
Islands to the Cuban waters, but the navy 
proposes to run no risk, since they might 
without notice drop in at Puerto Rico and 
renew supplies and repair any damages in- 
cident to the voyage.

SPANIARDS ARE AVOIDING WAR, 


Washington, D. C., April 29.—[Special.}— 
In the opinion of the highest officials of the 
administration the crisis in Cuba is much 
nearer at hand than most people imagire. 

In the first place Cuban spies in Havana 
have already sent reports to the effect that 
the blockade is producing a famine. 

Secondly, they say the volunteers, as well 
as the soldiers, are rapidly becoming in- 
dignant at the failure of Spain to make the 
slightest effort to relieve the blockade. 
ey wére told thatiwithin a few days 
a nish fleet would sail right through 
the blockading squadron and relieve the 
capital city. All sorts of encouraging re- 
ports have been circulated in Havana, but 
now a week has passed and the people there 
are gradually coming to understand that 
Spain has left them to their own resources

Will Reduce All the Forts. 
Citizens and soldiers in Havana have relied 


_|,0n the repeated statement sent to them by 
Minister Polo before his retirement that’ 


President McKinley would under no cir- 
cumstances authorize the bombardment of 
the city. This is true. The President will 
not consent to sacrifice the lives of helpless 
non-combatants to carry on a war which hag 
its foundation in humanity. 

Within the last’ two days, however, a 
startling plan been formulated, looking 
to the reduction gf all of the fortifications 
without any § tothe main part of the 
~olty.. The Spénijcds have aesuned that 
when the fortificadéis wereshelied the ficet 
would station themselvés Girectly off the 
coast and fire plump into the fort, which 
would necessitate the shelling of the city 
more or less. 

With the assistance of Consul General Lee 
and well known Cuban Generals,'the strat- 
egy force has been enabled to formulate a 
plan of attack which will permit the suc- 
cessful reduction of all the dangerous bat- 
teries without any damage to the city, 2x- 
cept along the ocean front. It is proposed 
to start the fleet in single line, well to the 


ships could easily attack the Santa Clara 
battery from a point only a little north of 
west, 

It is belleved that they could pass along 
from west to east and shell first Santa 
Clara, and then the Queen’s Battery, and 
finally the antiquated castle on the point at 
the south side of the harbor entrance, and 
do this without bringing into the line of fire 
anything more than the baths, the old pris- 
on, and a few blocks along the river front, 
including the railroad right of way to Car- 
melo. There is plenty of water close in 
shore, and by firing in a general easterly 
@irection one battery after another could 
be reduced without injuring the city at all. 

The reduction of Morro Castle, which is 
on the east side of the narrow harbor en- 
trance, and of the new battery just east of 
the famous old castle would in no cas@ in- 
volve the bombarding of the city. With the 
water front battery all destroyed, including 
Cabanas Castle, Havana would be defense- 
less and the fleet could proceed deliberately 
with the work of countermining the narrow 
entrance to the inside harbor. There is 
abundant ground for the belief that if this 
plan is adopted, which now seems likely, 
Blanco will be forced to surrender at once, 
as the city would rise against him, and even 
the ferocious volunteers would lose their 
ardor as one battery after another was 
crumbled into dust without any general 
bombardment of the city, thus giving a 
striking example of both the power and the 
mercy of the Yankee fleet. 

President McKinley has no objection to 
the reduction of the forts, but he has hither- 
to been led to believe that this could not be 
accomplished without shelling the city. In 
the opinion of all those called in conference 
within the last two days the plan of attack 
outlined above is perfectly feasible, and the 
President, therefore, is inclined to adopt it 
in the belief that it will be the most speedy 
way of bringing Havana to terms without 
unnecessary loss of life. 


Wo Fear of the Armada. 


The departure of the fleet from the Cape 
Verde Islands is not taken as an indication 
that the Spaniards propose to initiate hos- 
tilities om this sid® of the Atlantic. On the 
contrary confidential reports from Madrid 
recetved both before and since the decilara- 
tion of war all go to show that the Spaniards 
have learned their lesson from the Cuban in- 
surgents and propose to avoid anything like 
a general engagement. It is the positive be- 
lief of the best informed officials of the ad- 
ministration, including officers prominent in 
both army and navy, that the Spanish cruis- 


ers which left Cape Verde will turn up soon- 


er or later at the Canaries and will remain 
there until Minister Polo or some of his 
satellites in Canada give the word that the 
American fleet hag sailed for the other side 
of ‘the Atlantic.

It is believed that the Spanish

There is good ground for the belief, there- 
fore, that the Spanish Admiral has aban-

For this reason it is 
believed that Commodore Dewey will take 
possession of Manila almost without opposi- 
tion, for the fortifications there are of the 
most antiquated type, and there is not a bat- 
tery om the island which would present any 
more formidable obstacle than was found 
in the Bay of Matanzas. 


May Cross the Atlantic. 

If the war continues it will, of course, be 
necessary to send a fleet across the Atlantic, 
and in that case the Canaries would be the 
first point of attack. After a base of sup- 
plies has been established the descent upon 
the peninsula will be an easy matter, for it 
is only 700 miles from Los Palmas to Gib- 
raltar, while it is 2,958 miles from New York 
to Los Palmas. The Spanish fleet cannot 
well cross the Atlantic except in sufficient 
force to establish and hold a base of supplies 
in the West Indies. Our fleet would meet 
with similar obstacles in reversing the op- 
erations, and hence it is considered that 
Cuba and Puerto Rico would have to be oc- 
cupied permanently before the ships could 
be spared to carry the war into the penin- 
sula. Long before that time comes it is gen- 
erally believed Spain will feel the heavy 
band of the European powers. 

The United States started out to make 
Cuba free, and Puerto Rico will be taken as 
an incident to that undertaking, but be- 
yond that this country has no desire to 
carry on warlike operations. The opinion 
is general among the diplomats here that 
when Cuba and Puerto Rico are fairly in 
the hands of the United States there will 
be a concert of the powers to force Spain 
to accept terms of peace, the foundation 
stone of which will be the loss of her West 
India possessions. 


What Europe Intends to Do. 

European representatives here make no 
secret of this diplomatic gtatus. They £° 
farther, and assert that they would proba- 
bly combine to*prevent any occupation of 
Spain iby American troops. They contend 
that if the Monroe doctrine is good inter- 
national law the reverse of that policy is also 
applicable, and that if the United States will 
not tolerate European interference in Amer- 
ica Europe will not permit American inter- 
ference with established nations on the con- 
tinent. The European countries, it is said, 
will remain neutral to the extent of per- 
mitting Cuba and Puerto Rico to work their 
manifest destiny of becoming free. 

So long as there Is a state of war Spain 
will certainly exercise her undoubted right 
of search, and with a Spanish fleet guarding 
the entrance of the Straits of Gibraltar the 
burden upon the Mediterranean commerce 
would soon become intolerable. For this rea- 
son alone, if for no other, the European rep- 
resentatives here say the powers will only 
wait until Spain has demonstrated her in- 
ability to meet the American fleet, and will 
then put a stop to the war, at the same time 
guaranteeing the integrity of the throne of 
the boy King. It is this outlook which has 
induced the President and his advisers to 
push matters in Cuba. :

ONLY TWO BATTERIES LEFT AT CHICKAMAUGA. 


Fifteen Carloads of Ammunition and 20,000 Troops May Be Landed 
on the Island by Thursday.

Two British Officers Praise the American Army, Which They Are Accompany- 
ing in the Campaign Against the Spaniards. 


GENERAL SHAFTER SELECTED TO LEAD BECAUSE HE IS AN IMMUNE. 


Tampa, Fia., April 20.—[Specical.]—Active 
preparations for the departure of the troops 
from Tampa on the first military expedi- 
tion to Cuba are now going on. So far only 
the First Brigade, commanded by Colonel 
M. A. Cochran, formerly stationed at Fort 
Thomas, Ky., has received orders to pre- 
pare for immediate departure. There was 
a stir in camp when the orders were pro- 
mulgated from brigade headquarters. This 
brigade consists of the Fifth, Sixth, Ninth, 
and Thirteenth Regiments of infantry. The 
Fifth; now stationed on Picnic Island, is 
included in the order for departure as only 
fotr companies of that regiment haye as 
yet arrived, 

Two batteries of the First Artillery of 
United States regulars arrived at 9 o’clock 

this morning over the Plant system. Tuey 

came by special through train which left 
Chickamauga Park at 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning: The time made was exceptionally 
fast and in order to accomplish it passenger 
trains, express trains, and everything gave 
them right of way. 

There are two companies in this detach- 
ment, which is under command of Captain 
Allen Capron, eighty artillerymen and eignt 
hospital corps attachés constitute the 
party. They have eight modern field guns 
carrying a thirty-two caliber ball.

The officers around headquarters are be- 
coming more reticent than ever and nothing 
whatever is given out for publication. Ay 
attempt was made to prevent the pewspaper 
men from learning that a solid train of rif- 
teen carloads of ammunition for the army 
had arrived here before daylight this morn- 
ing. The usual “ danger’ labels were torn 
from the cars, but the story leaked out, and 
now the cars are on the side track at Picnic 
Island, guarded by a detachment from the 
Fifth Infantry. This lot of ammunition con- 
sists almost entirely of cartridges, and is the 
first installment intended for the use cf Gen- 
eral Gomez's army in Cuba. 

The ammunition and a large supply of 
arms will be shipped from Tampa on one of 
the ships en route here from New Orleans 
and will accompany the troops, which wil! 
sail on the Plant line steamers Olivette, 
Florida, and Mascot. The two former are 
being gotten ready for this work. It is very 
probable that each vessel will have a smal! 


gun mounted for protection. The fleet will ‘ 


be escorted by one of the large cruisers and 
two gunboats whenever it is ready to start. 
While no one can say exagtly what point on 
the coast of Cuba has been selected for land- 
ing, it is generally believed that Matanzas 
is the place and that alreafly Gomez has been 
communicated with and ia now en route with 
a strong force to protect the landing of the 
expedition, 

Notwithstanding these active preparations 
there are those in camp who profess to be- 
lieve that there is to be no active campaign 
undertaken in the island until October or 
November first. Brigadier Wade, the di- 
vision commander, said that he had nat the 
faintest idea as to what the next move would 
he, and did not believe any one else knew. 
Some believe that the government is pur- 
posely delaying any active steps, as far, at 
least, as the army is concerned, until after 
the rainy season in Cuba is over and the 
danger of yellow fever has diminished. 

When the news of the bombardment of 
Matanzas urrived the greatest excitement 
prevailed and the soldiers all thought they 
would at once be rushed to thefront. The 
telegraph office was almost given over to 
soldiers wiring their farewells to those at 
home, and the mails were laden with hastily 
written letters telling of the contemplated 
leave-taking. But the rations have not been 
procured as yet, the boats are still moored 
at the port.

Germany Takes a Hand. 


A great impression has been produced here

Germany’s omission to declare neutrality 
is held to give color to this rumor. 

Japan, it becomes known, has requested 
permission for Japanese naval officers to 
watch the operations in the Philippines from 
the Spanish headquarters. 

The Minister of War, General Correa, in 
the Chamber of Deputies today, replying to 
inquiries for particulars in regard to the 
bombardment of the forts at Matanzas, said 
the government had decided to publish “ all 
the news received, good or bad.” 

Continuing, General Correa told the Depu- 
ties that the United States squadron fired 
sixty projectiles, and that the only victim 
Was a mule, a remark which aroused laugh- 


teé®among the Spaniards. The General then 
’ informed the House that the American war- 


ships were injured by the fire of the Spanish 
batteries, and, continuing, he asserted that 
the insurgents were acting in conjuction 
with the United States forces, as they ad- 
vanced in the direction of Matanzas while 
the bombardment was proceeding. 

*“* But,”’ added the Minister of War, “‘ they 
completely routed.”’ 

In conclusion General Correa remarked: 

**TIt was a glorious day for the Spanish 
arms.”’

Disagreement in Financial and Politi- 
cal Circles Over War Measures—

London, April 30.—The Madrid correspond- 
ent of the Standard says: “On closer ex- 
amination both the budget and the bill em- 
bodying the extraordinary authorization for 
war expenditure are meeting with much op- 
position in financial as well as political cir- 
cles. The Union of Commerce, composed of 


representatives of the industrial, commer- 


cial, and trading classes, held a meeting to- 
day and passed resolutions condemning es- 
pecially the increase in the note issue of the 
Bank of Spain as likely to lead to a forced 
paper currency, and condemning the con- 
templated increase in landed and industrial 
taxation as an impossible sacrifice.

There has never been much of a notion in 
the Naval department that the Spanish ships 
need be anticipated in our wafers. It has 
been assumed that the enemy realized‘as 
readily as did this country that such a 
program would mean sure defeat for the 
Spanish forces afloat. It has been counted 
upon that American ships would be obliged 
to go to the European side of the Atlantic. 
The departure of the ships this morning 
from Cape Verde throws no additional light 
on the subject, and some days must elapse 
before anything definite becomes known. 
Should the torpedo boats and the accom- 
panying transports fail to appear at the 
Canaries in three days it may be safely as+ 
sumed that their northern course was a 
ruse, but it will still be a mystery and a mat- 
ter for simple guesswork what has become 
of these vessels. It will still seem unlikely 
that they should have joined the larger ships 
in the transatlantic voyage, and it will be 
equally as improbable that they have taken 
a northwesterly course, either with the hope 
of striking the New England coast or of 
striking our commerce on the high seas. 


May Attack the Oregon. 

One feature of the departure of the Span- 
ish squadron has not escaped the naval au- 
thorities. It is the likelihood that the enemy 
is aiming a blow at the Oregon. This is what 
has been feared all along, and it was real- 
ized that it was a possibility when the 
orders were first divulged in regard to this 
ship. The opportunity has not been lost 
by the Spaniards, and among the dispatches 
which the Spanish Minister is believed to 
have sent from Washington while he was 
yet representing his nation at this capital 
was the fact that the Oregon had been or- 
dered to the North Atlantic. Since the de- 
parture of the vessel from Callao instruc- 
tions have been sent to Montevideo in care 
of our Consul at that place, who will prob- 
ably arrange to have them delivered before 
the ship appears at that port. This advice 
contains orders to the commanding officer 
in anticipation of his meeting the enemy in 
that locality. The ship may be turned back 
or it may proceed by an unusual course to 
join the vessels under Acting Admiral 

on, 

In any event the enemy has a rare oppor- 
tunity of destroying the Oregon, and there 
are many who have already looked upon the 
vessel as doomed.. Secretary Long, how- 
ever, and some of the members of the 
strategy board do not share this view, as 
they believe there is no occasion for ap- 
prehension, and it is to be assumed that with 
the information they possess they are justi- 
fied in their calm and complacent attitude. 

The Spanish fleet, with its four ugly 
armored vessels and its three dangerous 
torpedo boat destroyers, will not again be 
heard of in all probability until they reach 
the point selected by the enemy for the first 
great naval engagement. It would seem a 
pity if this battle is to take place off the 
coast of Brazil, with an unsustained Ameri- 
can battleship against this aggregation of

Spanish force. Precautions wi) ba 
be taken ‘by this government to 
the course of the squadron, and, should it 
appear that the direction of the fleet is to- 
ward the South American coast, the Oregon 
will probably be met and protected by ships 
sent from the North Atlantic fleet.

General Blanco’s Official Report of the 


Shelling of the Matanzas 
Batteriés 


Madrid, April 29.—The following is the 
substance of the official report made by 
Captain General Blanco on the subject of 


the bombardment of the forts of Matanzas — 


by ships belonging to Rear Admiral Samp- 
son’s squadron on Wednesday last: 

“Three American cruisers fired on the 
batteries of Fort Morillo at Matanzas with- 
out doing any damage. We fired fourteen 
shots, to which the Americans replied with 
a multitude of mitrallleuse (quiek-firing 
guns) shots, which did not do any Injury. 

“The American squadron also fired four~ 
teen cahnon shots at the Abanilla battery, 
only one mule being killed, to which the 
Spanish battery only replied with four shots, 
as the squadron was beyond range.

FIND UNKNOWN MAN IN RIVER. 


Body Recovered from the Calumet Is 
Well Dressed and and Clothing Is 
Marked “ Sid Blake.” 


The body of a well dressed man, which 
from appearances had been in the water a 
long time, was taken from the Calumet 
River at One Hundred and Thirty-fourth 
Street, Riverdale, yesterday noon. 

The police describe the body as that of 
& man about 35 years old, 5 feet 7% inches 
in height, and weighing 165 pounds. The 
hair and mustache are dark, and he wore 
dark clothes and dogskin gloves. A white 
shirt and collar, black tie, shoes, and two 
winter undershirts 6f. good material com- 
pleted his apparel.

Many Others Sent Home as Never 
Having Enlisted. 


AMEND PROTEST TO ALGER. 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT, 
DAVID B. MACGOWAN. 


Camp Tanner, State Fair Grounds, Spring- 
field, Ill., April 20.—[Special.]—Great is the 
official report. There are no Illegally en- 
listed men in camp. The official response 
made to the Adjutant General says so. All 
those young men who were supposed to have 
been enlisted after Governor Tanner or- 
dered enlistment stopped were camp follow- 
ers, runaways, and others who forced them- 
selves into the military trains without the 
knowledge of the commanding officers. They 
were quietly shunted home today and all is 
serene in Camp Tanner. 

Together with the cantingent rejected by 
regimental surgeons under the direction of 
Surgeon G neral Senn, they formed a good- 
ly number, and considerably more than 
1,000 men have departed for their homes 
since the encampment began. 

It was impossible to learn from the com- 
manding officers of the First Brigade the 
exact number of men returned to Chicago. 
Colonel Turner sent home forty-eight, while 
Major Young dropped forty-seven out of 
one company. Colonel Moulton and Colonel 
Kavanagh maintained that they have sent 
no men home except a few who were ill or 
who had “ beat’”’ their way to camp with- 
out being members of the guard. 

Company D (Belleville), Fourth Infantry, 
has some men who were enlisted before 
April 15, though there was a delay in is- 
suing their papers and they probably will 
be allowed to stand the physical examina- 


tion. 
Truant Boys Sent Home. 


Commanding officers of the First Brigade 
are receiving letters every day from mothers 
and fathers of boys who have run away 
from homé -to become soldiers. Most of 
these letters come from persons in Chicago, 
In every instance the letter is given to the 
regimental officer of the day and a search 
of the camp is made for the missing boy. 
Colonel Turner today sent back elght boys, 
and the other commanders have! 2en equally 
as diligent. Out of respect for the lads, 
whose only offense was, according to Colonel 
Turner, “a little too much patriotism,” 
their names are withheld. 

Complete order having been established, 
systematic drill work is the duty of the day, 
and the chief event to which the command- 
ers and men alike look forward is the mus- 
tering into the service of the United States. 
Surgecn General Nicholas Senn arrived this 
morning from Chicago and immediately 
conferred with Captain Eben Swift, U. 8.A., 
about the work they will have to do during 
the next two or three weeks. Second Lieu- 
tenant George M. Cole, Seventh Cavalry, 
U. 8. A., will arrive tomorrow to assist 
Captain Swift and the United States army 
surgeons who, with Colonel Senn and Col- 
onel C. C. Carter of Rock Island, will form 
the medical examing board. ~ 


Captain H. P. Birmingham, assistant sur- 


geon, will look after the physical examina- 
tion of the Illinois troops at Springfield. 


Amend Protest to Alger. 


The commanding officers today amended 
the draft of the letter to General Alger 
along the lines suggested by Governor Tan- 
ner, and it was transmitted by the Governor 
without delay. The new matter in the let- 
ter follows, the reference being to the order 
of the War department cutting down the 
maximum strength of companies and troops 
from 106 men and officers to eighty-four 
men and officers: 

This does not seem to be in harmony with the 
understanding and agreement between the friends 
of the regular army on the one hand and of the 
national guard on the other during the pendency 
of and at the time of the passage of the army bill. 
_The Secretary of War is authorized to make regu- 
lations, but these regulations should be in har- 
mony with the law, which says that when the 
members of any company, troop, battery, battal- 
ion, or regiment of the organized militia of any 
State shall eniist in the volunteer army in a body 
as such company, troop, battery, battalion, or 
regiment, the regimental, troop, company, bat- 
tery, and battalion officers in service with the 
militia organization thus enlisted may be ap- 
pointed by the Governors of the States and Ter- 
ritories, and shall, when so appointed, be officers 
of corresponding grades in the same organization 
when it shall have been received into the service 
of the United States as a part of the volunteer 
army. 

Surgeon General Senn is the busiest man 
in camp. He is establishing a school of in- 
struction for medical officers and making an 
inventory of the stores he will require. He 
needs pillows and sheeting, and the sugges- 
tion is made that the patriotic women ofthe 
State can also serve while they wait for the 
return of sons and husbands by supplying 
these necessities, 


Supplies for the Soldiers. 


The women of Springfield have taken the 
lead, as the following. autograph letter will 
show:

STRICT MILITARY DISCIPLINE EN- 
+3 FORCED IN CAMP TANNER. | 


Enlisted Men Not Trusted with Coun- 
tersign, and Passes Through Sentry 
Lines Are Hard to Get—Exerecises in 
Long Marching Will Begin Today— 
First Brigade Appointments En- 
tered—Battalion and Squad Drills 
Every Morning.

Illinois citizen soldiers are rapidly becoming 
seasoned to the actualities and monotonous 
routine of army camp life, anu 10,000 better 
natured men were nevér probably car.ped 
together.

The men who had been working like beay- 
ers for two days to make the camp comfort- 
able have completed their task and the sev- 
eral regimental camps today are as nearly 
perfect from a military. point of -view as it 
is possible to make them, . 

Each battalion was sent into the fleld twice 
today and put through severe drilling. When 
the battalions were not. out. the. hundreds 
of awkward squads were on the field, being 
put through foot movements by watchful 
drillmasters. 

General order No. 6, which practically put 
Camp Tanner under the same discipline as 
that observed in the camps of the regular 
army, was issued by General Barkley this 
morning. By this order four guardhouses 
are established, a chain guard circling the 
entire camp Is provided for, and the brigade 
commanders are instructed to make provis- 
ion for increasing their guard to nearly 
twice the strength of former days. ' 

One provision of the order that caused the 


. guardsmen sorrow was section five, reading 


as follows: 

Hereafter enlisted men will not be permitted to 
pase guard lines uniess they haye a properly 
signed pass. Enlisted men will not be entrusted 
with the countersign under any circumstances. 

Passes are difficult to secure, and in conse- 
quence the men realize that trips to town. 
will hereafter be few and far between. So 
perfect are the guard arrangements of the 
camp tonight that it is actually impossible 
to enter or leave, and, indeed, even to walk 
fifty yards within its limits without being 
chailenged by a sentinel. 

The east wing of the camp, occupied by 
the First Brigade, presented a lively scene 
today. General Fitz-Simons called at ail 
the regimental headquarters, accompanied 
by his staff, and satisfied himself that “‘ my 
boys,’’ as he affectionately calls the First 
Brigade, were being well cared for. Colonel 
Turner rode through the ranks of each com- 
pany of the First as it came on the field to 
drill, and critically watched the work of 
every man. Colonel Moulton of the Second 
and Colonel Kavanagh of the Seventh also 
inspected their commands. 

Major Young spent the entire day per- 
sonally drilling his regiment, and never did 
troopers work harder or more willingly. 
Betweeen drills and other camp duties the 
boys of the First Brigade organized scores 
of ball games, played leapfrog, ran races, 
and, in fact, indulged in all manner of 
sports—the first play the men have en- 
joyed since they marched out of Chicago. 

The Second Regiment Band gave a con- 
cert on the lawn in front of brigade head- 
quarters, and the entire First Brigade—at 
least every man who was not on actual 
duty—was stretched out on the grass and 
listened for an hour to the music.

WISCONSIN TROOPS IN CAMP. 


Sturdy Soldier Boys Show No Fatigue

Camp Harvey, Wis., April 20.—[ Special. ]— 
Wisconsin has 3,063 of the best men of the 
State encamped here tonight. The last of 
the companies to respond to the call marched 
into the camp at noon. They were the four 
Milwaukee companies assigned to fill out the 
First Regiment. They had. marched the 
six and one-half miles from their armories 
to the camp, and although unaccustomed to 
such a long march with their knapsacks all 
of the men came in good condition and did 
not seem to be fatigued.

TRADE LEAVING GULF PORTS 


The announcement in THE TRIBUNE yes- 
terday that the Chicago and Northwestern 
had given notice that it had decided to make

Dakota, which are traversed by the lines of thie 
company, a rate for the transportation of State 
troops from points of enlistment or headquarters 
to points of mobilization within the States named 
not more than one cent per capita & mile. 


Other Roads in Line.

Western road at once gave notice that it 
would carry State troops at one cent a mile 
per capita.

It was the opinion, however, that this was 
done for effect merely, as there is no longer 
any probability of an agreement to charge 
the government two cents a mile for the 
transportation of troops. Several of the 
roads take the position that they cannot 
consistently charge twice as much for the 


transportation of federal troops as for State | 


troops. 

The Central Passenger association had a 
meeting yesterday afternoon to agree upon 
a rate for transportation of troops. The 
representatives of a majority of the roads 
were in favor of establishing a rate of two 
cents a mile, but a few were opposed to 
such exorbitant rates on the ground that 
it was calculated to bring odium upon the 
roads. The result was that an agreement 
could not be reached, and as this leaves 
each road free to do as it pleases competition 
will force the Eastern lines to make a fair 
and reasonable rate. 

For the Western roads the war with Spain 
has proved a blessing. It has had the effect 
of checkmating the worst competition they 
have had to meet heretofore. The export 
business which has been going to gulf ports 
is now coming this way. Few transatlantic 
steamers care, under existing circumstances, 
to go to gulf ports for business, and most of 
the steamers which have been plying be- 
tween Galveston and New Orleans and New 
York have temporarily gone out of the busi- 
ness. All the steamers of the Lone Star 
line have been laid up, and consequently 
business from Atlantic seaboard and other 
Eastern points to Colorado and Utah points, 
which has been going via Galveston, is 
again taking the all-rail routes via Chicago 
and St. Louls. A large share of the Califor- 
nia through traftic has heretofore gone East 
by the Sunset route via Galveston and New 


Orleans. This route has been practically | 


closed up by the war, and the traffic will 


have to go to its destination overland the en- 


tire distance. > 

[t is for these reasons that the Burlington, 
Rock Island, Santa Fé, and other Western 
through lines have been able to report such 
large increases in earnings since the declara- 
tion of war.

There was no perceptible difference in the live 
stock movement in transmissouri territory for 
the third week in April, compared with that of 
the same week last year. Receipts at the Kansas 
City Stock-Yards for that week were 2,045 cars, 
against 2,046 cars for the corresponding week 
last year.

RIOT FOR A CAR KILLING. 


OB AFTER THE CREW OF A TROLLEY 
THAT CRUSHES TWO BOYS. 


Ashland Avenue Blectric Slays Vincent 
Prins and Probably Fatally Injures 
His Brother Paul at Bauwans Street 
—Angered Neighbors Chase Conduc- 
tor John Nolan and Motorman 
Charles Johnson, Who Take Refuge 
im a Police Station. 


Five-year-old Vincent Prinz was instantly 
killed by a North Ashland avenue trolley 
car at Bauwans street at 5 p. m. yesterday 
and his brother Paul, 4 years old, was 80 
badly injured he was expected to die before 
morning. After the accident the angered 
neighbors chased the motorman and con- 
ductor, Charles Johnson and John Nolan, 
to the Clybourn place barns, then returning 
to the scene of the accident shattered the 
windows of the car with stones and clubs. 
It was necessary to call the police of the 
Rawson Street Station to quell the disturb- 
ance. The motorman and conductor gave 
themselves up and were later released.

Killed While Hurrying Home. 

Tne Pring boys were sent to a store in 
Bauwans street a few minutes 
o'clock by their father, Paul Prinz. On 
the way back they were run down by 
south bound Ashland avenue car No. 1,896, 
a few feet north of Bauwans street. 
motorman tried to stop the car, but it was 
moving so rapidly that it struck the chil- 
dren. The impetus carried the car thirty 
feet before it could be stopped. Vincent 
Prinz was struck first, the wheels severing 
the trunk. It was necessary to raise the 
car on jacks before the body could be.re- 
moved. Paul was struck by the platform 
and his clothing caught on the projecting 
brake rod, carrying him some distance. 

The neighbors quickly surrounded the car 
and threatened the conductor, John Nolan, 
and the motorman, Charles Johnson, who 
became frightened and, after a half-heart- 
ed attempt to extricate Vincent's body, 
fied. Several gtones were huried at them 
and, followed by twenty or thirty persons, 
they ran north to the barns at Paulina street 
and Clybourn place. Returning to the 
scene of the accident the crowd attacked 
the car and quickly demolished the window 


lass. 
: Fight with the Police. 


A uad of police tried im vain to quell 
the disturbance. and, finding that they were 
unable to quiet the crowd, which had swelled 
to between 300 and 400 men and women, 
called for assistance, and a wagonload of 
patrolmen under command of Lieutenant 
Kroll hurried to the scene. In the mean- 
time wreckers from the Paulina street barn 
had hurried to the scene and attempted to 
extricate the body of Vincent Prinz, but 
were driven ba@k by the mob. Under an 
escort of police they returned to their work, 
and the body of the dead boy was taken to 
his father’s house less than a block away. 
The injured child had been taken there im- 
mediately after the accident. 

For two hours after the accident a group 
of more than a hundred excited persons 
hovered about the scene, where the police 
still were on guard. The motorman and 
conductor gave themselves up two hours 
later. After an investigation Lieutenant 
Kroll became convinced they were not to 
blame and released them. | 
Residents along the Ashland avenue line, 
from North avenue to the barns, are bitter 
in their complaint against the street railway 


company. They claim the cars are run too 


rapidly and it is dangerous to the many 
small children who live there. The accident 
last night, they say, is only one of many that 


will follow unless the running time 
changed.

THE GERRYMANDER UPHELD, 
Five of the Judges of the Illinois Su- 
gpreme Court—Phillips, Boggs, Craig, Ma- 
gruder, and Cartwright—unite in an opin- 
ion to the effect that the legislative appor- 
tionment act of this year is null and void 
and that the gerrymander apportionment 
act of 1893 must stand. Judges Wilkin 
and Carter are of a contrary opinion. Of 
the Judges who. compose the majority of 
the court the first three are Democrats and - 
the other two Republicans. 

The constitution declares that “ the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall apportion the State 
every ten years.” The only ques- 
tion to be settled was whether 
these words mean that the General 
Assembly must apportion the State once 
every ten years and can do so oftener if it 
desires to, or whether it can make but one 
apportionment in each decade. The major- 
ity of the Judges decides that the latter con- 
struction is the one which must be put on 
the language of the constitution. 

The court dwells on the unwillingness of 
the judicial branch to declare laws uncon- 
stitutional, especially when they relate to 
subjects so peculiarly within the province 
of the legislative department as an ap- 
portionment act. It declares that it does 
not doubt that the Legislature was prompt- 
ed in this case by a sense of duty to the 
people ‘and by a desire to secure a just 
apportionment. After making these com- 
plimentary statements, the court proceeds 


} to knock out the law and let a gerrymander 


apportionment stand. 

‘The Legislature to be elected in 1900, 
which will make the next apportionment, 
will be chosen, therefore, under a law which 
enables the Democrats to carry the General 
Assembly even when the Republicans elect 
their State ticket by thirty thousand majori- 
ty. -Thus the people never will be able to 
get a fair, honest apportionment. The 
Supreme Court has decided, in the opinions 
rendered in 1894 and 1898, that it will 
sustain an apportionment act no matter how 
unequal, unjust, and partisan it may be, 
and that it will declare null and void a law 
designed to remove the offensive features of 
that apportionment. 

The apportionment question is settled. 
There is nothing to be done but for the 
Republicans to go ahead and make the 
best nominations they can and the best 
fight they know how. They cannot ex- 
pect to have a tidal wave to help them 
out as in 1894 and 1896, but hard work 
on their part will make the gerrymander law 
less harmful to them.

BILL. appropriation bill. That 


measure makes provision 
now for the construction of three powerful 
battleships, each of 11,000 tons displace- 
ment, and costing three millions each, ex- 
clusive of armor and armament; of three 
coast defense monitors after the pattern of 
the Puritan; and of sixteen torpedo boat de- 
stroyers and twelve torpedo boats. The 
total amount carried by the bill is 57 million 
dollars, which is about 32 millions more than 
the appropriation for the current year. From 
this time on the work of giving the United 
States the navy it should have will be at- 


tended to unremittingty. 


INCOME TAX VOTED DOWN. 

Yesterday the House passed the war rev- 
enue bill by a party vote of yeas 181, nays 
131, and sent it to the Senate, which may 
‘dawdle over it for a month to come. The 
House adopted several amendments, re- 
ducing some of the taxes reco 
the Committee on Ways and. Means; 
the mischievous amendments introduced 
the Democrats were all defeated. Bland’s 
proposition for the issue of additional green- 
backs to the amount of 150 millions of dol- 
lars was voted down—yeas, 186; nays, 147. 
The proposition to impose an income tax 
was defeated—yeas, 123; nays, 143. 

Three years have elapsed since the Su- 
preme Court decided that the income tax 
law of 1894 was unconstitutional, That 
ought to have settled the matter. Never- 
theless, so set on that tax are the confed- 
erates of the South and the Socialists and 
Populists of the North and West that.yes- 
terday 123 House members voted, under 
Mr. Bailey’s lead, for an amendment im- 
posing on all incomes over $4,000 a 3 per 
cent tax, which, they alleged, would yield 
a hundred millions of revenue. 

Nearly all the money raised by such a tax 
revould come from the great commercial cen- 
ters of the country. They are at the North.

If the Populist, Democratic, and Socialist 
combination were to govern the country 
all its productive capital would be swept 
into the Treasury and then spent and squan- 
dered. In the meanwhile labor would be 
in an unpleasant plight, for there would be 
no more employers, The old employers, 
having been deprived of their capital, would 
be unable to pay wages. : No new set of em- 
ployers could spring up, for the moment 
men began to save a little money and em- 
ploy others the graduated inceme tax 
would nip industry in the bud. 

None but sinister motives actuate the 
advocates of the unconstitutional income 
tax amendment. They claim that their sole 
desire is to supply the government with rev- 
enue for war purposes. If sincere they 
would urge the levying of an income tax 
in a constitutional manner. The Supreme 
Court has decided, that a tax on incomes 
is a “direet tax,” and hence, in obedience 
to the plain language of the constitution, 
cannot be. levied “whless in proportion to 
the census ”—that is, in proportion to pop- 
ulation. Roughly speaking, each Congres- 
sional district should contribute about the 
same amount of money. 

But the Confederates and Populists in 
Congress will ngt listen to such an income 
tax proposition as that. The districts they 
represent would have to pay as much 
as other districts, and that would not 
suit them at all. They’ want large,

PRICE brewers’ war brought the 
Or Beer. price down to that figure 


from $5. The brewers have 
come to the conclusion that fighting is folly, 
and that when the tax on beer has been 
raised to $2, which will be done soon, they 
will faise the price of beer to $6 a barrel. 
But it will not stay at that figure long. 
There is too much competition among the 
brewers. First one of them lowers his rates 
quietly in order to get more trade. Presently 
he is found out, and then others imitate his 
example. The cost of making beer is de- 
creasing all the time, partly because the 
brewers use cheaper materials to some ex- 
tent than they did once, and as a conse- 
quence the brewers find they can cut rates 
somewhat without losing money. The Chi- 
cago beer-drinker will doubtless get more 
foam in his glass immediately after the tax 
is raised than he has been in the habit of 
getting, but there will be another “ beer 
war’’ in the course of time, and then he will 
not know but what he is getting as much 
beer for his five cents as before the tax was 


raised. 


THE LATEST NEWS. 

There was so little important news yes- 
terday that the correspondents felt called 
on to make some. They invented the 
bombardment of Cardenas, which has not 
thus far been interfered with by the 
American fleet. They also got up a wild 
tale about a traitorous seaman on the 
Puritan, who had been sentenced to death 
for his misdeeds. The ingenious cor- 
respondents, who some months ago were 
sending from the Florida coast tales of 
bloody Cuban battles which never took 
place, cannot get over their passion for 
romancing, 

The chief event of the day was the news 
of the departure of the Spanish fleet from 
the Cape Verde Islands, where it has been 
so long, and the immediate return of some 
of the torpedo boats which had been dam- 
a in a collision. Spanish seamanship 
does not seem to amount to much. But 
while the ships have left the island, it is 
not known yet whither they have gone. 
They may have struck across the ocean 
for Puerto Rico, or to intercept the 
Oregon on the American coast, or may 
have fallen back to the Canary Islands, 
thus getting nearer home and safety. 

The issuance of the official proclamation 
of neutrality by the Portuguese govern- 
ment and the departure of the Spanish 
fleet from the Portuguese Cape Verde Is- 
lands coincided. Very possibly the Span- 
iards would have liked to stay longer at 
the islands, but Portugal could not have 
allowed that without assuming a distinct- 
ly unfriendly attitude towards the United 
States, which there is no reason to believe 
she is inclined to do. While Portugal and 
Spain are neighbors, the people of the 
smaller country have no affection for those 
of the larger one, at whose hands they have 
suffered much in the past. 

Intelligence of the whereabouts of the 
fleet ought to come ina fewdays. Many of 
the people along the New England coast are 
fearful that it will turn up there, and they 
are clamoring for more coast defenses. 
They will not be easy in mind until they 
are officially informed that the dreaded 
Spanish vessels are at Cadiz or some other 
Spanish port. But should that happen there 
will be a wild outery in Spain, many of the 
people having been led to believe that the 
fleet was already nearing the American 
coast and getting ready to reduce the chief 
seaboard cities to ashes.

NO MORE MEN NEEDED. 

The Adjutant General announces that 
the government has no immediate inten- 
tion of asking for more volunteers and 
that it is a we ste of time for the Governors 
and other officials of the different States 
to ask to have their allotments increased. 
This will be sad news for the men who 


oes recruited regiments in Chicago and 
el 


sewhere and for the men who compose 
those regiments. They have all been full 
of hope that their services would be re- 
quired soon. There are enough men 
anxious to go to the war to make up at once 
another army of 125,000 soldiers, 

The mora! is that persons who have mili- 
tary inclinations should belong to the or- 
ganized militia, and thus have the first 
chance when there is a war. But not al! 
those men who were fortunate enough to 
belong to the National Guard are to be 
mustered into the service under the call 
for 125,000 men. In order that that num- 
ber may not be exceeded the War depart- 
ment*has given orders that the maximum 
strength of a regiment, rank and file, must 
not exceed 1,021 men. About all the regi- 
ments at Springfield are overfull, and be- 
tween 1,600 and 2,000 men will have to be 
sent home. 

While the goveynment is turing away 
National Guardsmen who have had more 
or less training, there is, of course, no room 
for persons who form part of the unor- 
ganized militia, no matter how eager they 
may be to carry muskets or wear swords. 
Nor is there any reason at this time why 
they should expect the goverhment to ac- 
cept their services. One hundred and 
twenty-five thousand men have been called 
out. If the feguiar army is recruited up 
to 60,000, as is proposed, there will be a 
total force of 185,000 men. All they have 
to do is to dispose of the nume 
inferior Spanish army in Cuba. 

It is impossible to see what use can be 
made of a greater number of men than 
185,000. They would have to be paid, fed,

‘ News from our Asiatic 
ORIENTAL squadron involves some 
TIME puzzling questions of abso- 


lute and relative time, and 
as we are likely soon to get 
some important news from that quarter it 
is well for one to straighten out this time 
question now. At first blush itis quite in- 
conceivable how our fleet could have left 
Mirs Bay, near Hongkong, at 2 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon, while the news 
reached this country on the morning of the 
same day. It is confusing, yet simple. As 
there is only twenty-three minutes’ dif- 
ference in time between Hongkong and 
Manila, and as the news of the Philippine 
engagement will have to come to us by cable 
from Hongkong, the explanation applies 
substantially to both places. The explana- 
tion is simply that Hongkong time is thir- 
teen hours earlier than remap, time. At 
San Francisco the difference still more 
marked, being sixteen hours. At Hawaii it 
is eighteem or more. This increase of late- 
ness as compared with Hongkong continues 
to grow until we come to the 180th meridian, 
the mystic ling in the Pacific where the ex- 
tremes of conventional time meet. The mo- 
ment you cross that line going westward 
you have jumped into day after tomorrow. 
The moment you have crossed it coming 
east you have dropped into yesterday. In 
other words, the time difference at that line 
amounts to exactly twenty-four hours. It 
is therefore possible that, if an American 
warsbip just on this side of the line were 
to fire at a Spanish ship just on the other 
side at one second before midnight on a 
Saturday, the projectile would hit the en- 
emy one second after the beginning of Mon- 
day. This would not be exactly knocking 
the Spaniard into the middle of next week, 
but with American marksmanship it would 
amount to the same thing. 


ATTITUDE OF THE GERMAN PRESS. 

While there have been numerous expres- 
sions jn the continental German press hos- 
tile to the United States there is conclusive 
evidence that these do not represent the 
views of the press generally or of the Ger- 
gman people as a whole. The criticisms 
upon the attitude of the United States 
towards Spain on the Cuban question 
which have found their way into the Ger- 
man newspapers are generally traceable to 
some other reason than the one ostensibly 
given—for the most part growing out of 
hostility to the economic policy and indus- 
trial competition of the United States, 
which in many cases operate to the disad- 
vantage of Germany. The Frankfort Zei- 
tung manifests a true appreciation of the 
situation when it says: 


People who judge superficiallyymay impute land 
grabbing instinct to the Americans, but every ob- 
server who looks beneath the surface will readily 
see that quite different motives prevail. For the 
American people the sentiment is decisive that 
Spanish cruelty upon Cuba must be ended. Wey-

If one looks back to the unpunished 
murder of the Armenians one cannot help to re- 
joice that there is at least one netjon in the world 
for which humanity is not merely an empty sound. 
Two cultures are now striving against each other

Henee it cannot be doubted where victory will 
fall. 

There is reason to believe that there will be 
a marked modification of the views of the 
German press as soon as it becomes better 
informed in reference to the real policy 
of the United States in its treatment of the 


Cuban question and the motives for its | 


adoption. This is likely to occur when 
the voices of thousands of intelligent and 
patriotic German citizens in America begin 
to be heard in their fatherland. Asa rule 
the German does not make up his mind 
precipitately, but when he decides he does so 
for substantial reasons and cannot easily be 
swerved from his conclusions. No class has 
been more loyal to the government in every 
great emergency, and there is already evi- 
dence that the present emergency will not 
constitute any exception to the general rule. 
The cordial and patriotic indorsement of 
the attitudé and policy of the United States 
now finding expression in such meetings of 
German citizens as that held in this city 
last Wednesday evening is destined to have 
its effect upon the temper of German citiz 
zens and the fatherland, .

PRONOUNCING SPANISH WORDS. 

A Chicago morning paper preaches a 
dogmatic sermon upon the proper pronuncia- 
tion of foreign words, devoting half a 
column to excoriating everybody for using 
the ordinary English pronunciation of Cuba. 
The correct pronunciation, says this 
linguistic mentor, is “ Cooba.” Following 
up this brilliant text the writer goes on 
to jumble together a curious combination 
of correct and incorrect information, the 
burden of the whole being a drastic cun- 
demnation of Americans and Englishmen 
for presuming to pronounce foreign proper 
names according to the genius of their own 
language. 

The error of this self-constituted oracle 
lies in its ignoring the fact that every 
language has its limitations, associations, 
rules, and exceptions, sometimes collective- 
ly called its genius, and that any imported 
word used by the masses of the people must 
suffer a change in accordance therewith. 
Hence there are usually three distinct stages 
through which a foreign word adopted by 
us must pass. It is at first purely a for- 
eign word and must be pronounced accord- 
ing to the rules of the language to which 
it belongs. Then comes a stage in which 
the common people universally pronounce | 
it according to the analogies of their own | 
tongue, and it becomes equally correct if 
pronounced either way. The only rule in 
such a case is that the word must. be uni- 


es 


be pronounced in its original way. The 
violation of this rule, by the way, gives 
rise to many of our most grotesque mis- 
pronunciations—usually on the part of those 
who know just enough about foreign 
languages to make them prigs without being 
correct. The third stage is the one to which 
the morning paper critic takes such 
violent exception. It is that of complete 
anglicization when it is no longer even al- 
lowable to give the imported word its for- 
eign pronunciation. In this category belongs 
Cuba, along with all the other foreign proper 
names in general use. 

The proper English pronunciation of the 
name of the island we are about to free 
is “Kewba” and not “Kooba.” It is 
different with the phrase, “ Cuba libre,” 
which is still Spanish and must be pro- 
nounced “ Kooba lee-bray.” The differ- 


and not the other. It is popular custom 
that makes a Janguage, and not the critics. 
To raise the pedantic cry that Cuba should 
be pronounced in Spanish style is as non- 
sensical as to insist that Paris must be 
“ Pah-ree,” Berlin “ Bear-leen,” Vienna 
“ Veen,” Rome “ Roma,” and so on through 
a thousand examples. - 

But the war has brought into use many 
Spanish words and names which have never 
been anglicized, and these present a real 
difficulty to many. The best way is to get 
a Spanish grammar and learn the sounds 
of the various vowels and consonants. They 
are simple and much more uniform than in 
English. It will there be seen why junta 
must be pronounced “hoonta” and not 
“hunta,” since the continental] languages 
have no such thing as our “short u.” I[t 
will also be seen why trocha must be pro- 
nounced with the soft “ch” as in church, 
and not with the “ k ” sound which it would 
have if it were an Italian word, If the 
morning newspaper in question had remem- 
bered this fact it would not have spoken 
of the possibility of Spaniards saying 
“ Massakoosetts,” though the Italians could 
do so without violating any law of 
language. 

In the meantime there is no danger of 
England and the United States combining 
to call Hispania Pain-killer,”’as this critic 
fears; for that is not in accord either with 
the genius of the English language or with 
the cruelty of the Spanish character, - 


Now that the British ex- 
ample of neutrality has been 
generally followed, the ef- 
fect will be to cut off the 
Spanish vessels from all coal supplies this 
side of the Canary Islands, unless we allow 
them to make a landing at Puerto Rico. 
Other nations may, of course, make a dif- 
ferent ruling as to whether coal shall be 
contraband of war or not. But in this also 
England’s action will be a powerful and 
sensible example. Under the British ruling 
a belligerent vessel in distress may be al- 
lowed to enter a neutral harbor long enough 
to get sufficient coal to take it to its nearest 
home harbor, but it cannot fill its bunkers 
a second time inside of three months with- 
out special permission. This state of things 
will hamper the Spaniards at every turn, 
while it will scarcely be felt by the Amer- 
icans at all. Our base of supplies is close at 
hand. Theirs is on the other side of the At- 
lantic. Modern warships eat up coal at a 
terrific rate, and without coaling facilities 
on this side the Spaniards will be as weak 
as they would be without ammunition, With 
Puerto Rico in the hands of our squadron, 
as it should be before the arrival of the 
Spanish armada, it is hard to see how the 
war can last any great length of time. It 
seems probable that the Spanish authorities 
see this themselves, and that they are plan- 
ning to mass all their naval forces in one 
bold attack upon our blockading fleet as 
soon as they sight it. They may stake all 
upon that throw of the dice, and if they lose 
-it there will be nothing left but to surrender 
‘Cuba and get out of American waters for- 


ever.

In every instance much. the 
largest proportion of the expenditures is on 
account of the salaries of the commissioners 
and their employés, the outside expenses in 
Illinois being the largest, amounting to

The recall to Hurope of Printe Albert of 
Belgium, who is now touring in this coun- 
try, is not, as has been alleged, due to news 
having been received at Bruszels of his in- 
fatuation with some lovely ‘daughter of 
Uncle Sam, but must be ascribed entirely 
to the fact that the’ United States is at 
war with Spain, a circumstance which is 
likewise certain to lead to a postponement 
of the departure of King Humbert’s nephew, 
the Count of Turin, for America, where he 
proposed to spend several months. 

While of course there is nothing in the 
laws of neutrality to prevent these royal 
visits, yet the etiquette which governs the 
intercourse between the sovereign houses of 


gium and of Italy in America while the 
latter country was engaged in war with 
Spain would be bitterly resented as a breach 
of courtesy, delicacy, and consideration by 
the court of Madrid. : 

So it is very improbable that the United 
‘States will receive any more royal visits 
until the present cenfiict with Spain has 
been brought to &-close, | 


‘Apropos of Prince Henry of Prussia, who, 
I hear, fs using dll hig influence with the 
Chinese governmant to prevent the latter 
from granting a lease of Mirs Bay to the 
United States for use as a coaling station, 
and who is loud In his professions of sym- 
pathy for Spain in the present conflict, takes 
the ground that any such concession by 
China at the present juncture would con- 
stitute a gross infraction of the laws offMmeu- 
trality, will be the first European Prince 
t6 meet the Emperor of China at Pekin on 
a footing of equality. 

Until now all European royal personages 
who have visited’ China in the course of 
their travels have abstained from going to 
Pekin owing to the refusal-of the Chinese 
Emperor and the Dowager Empress to treat 
them .in accordance with their rank, the 
Chinese monarch arguing that if he re- 
celved them otherwise than as vassals he 
would. gtavely impair his prestige in the 
eyes of his subjects. 

Thanks to the tact and diplomacy of 
Baron von Heyking, the Russian noble- 
man who, after being forced by a duel to 
leave the Muscovite service, has since rep- 
resented Germany as Consul General at 
New York and as Minister Plenipotentiary 
at. Pekin, the Chinese court has waived all 
its former objettions and has consented to 
receive Prince Henry on a footing of equal- 
ity. 
‘The Bmperor will welcome the Prince 
standing instead of sitting and will sit at the 
same tale with him at the banquet which 
he is to give in his honor at the Summer 
Palace. 

This will be the first time that the Em- 
peror has ever dined otherwise than alone. 
The Emperor will likewise return the 
Prince’s call with full state and ceremony, 
and the Empress Dowager,’ who is not, as 
generally believed, the mother, but the aunt 
of the Emperor, will give an entertainment 
in the Prince's honor, and sit at the same 
table with him. 

These concessions, although they may ap- 
pear trivial, relating, as they do, to mere 
questions of ceremony and etiquette, are 
nevertheless of considerable importance and 
worthy of note as breaking down barriers 
of etiquette and of prejudice that have ex- 
isted at the court of China for thousands 
of years past. It is only necessary to re- 
call to mind the fact that even in the pres- 
ent century foreign Ambassadors at Pekin 
were Only permitted to approach the throne 
of the sovereign to whom they were accred- 
ited on condition of groveling in the most 
abject manner before him. 

The birth of a son and heir to Sir Robert
